The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claim 22 is drawn to "A method of manufacturing a medicament of claim 1 ." This is seen 
to be an incomplete method as here are no steps recited in the method. How is one to 
manufacture the medicament? If applicants were to add steps to the claim, applicants should be 
sure the claim does not set forth the same steps as claim 25 as it would then be a substantial 
duplicate of claim 25.
